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COLONEL CHARLES A. LINDBERG, 
THE “LONE EAGLE” 


Never in the history of the world 
has anyone thrilled the entire civilized 
race more than Colonel Charles A. 
Lindberg did when in exactly B8% 
hours he crossed the Atlantic, solo, 
from Roosevelt field, Long Island, to 
je Bourget field, Paris, in the wonder- 
ful “Spirit of St. Louis.” 

Let us go back to the beginning of 
his supernal career. “Lindy,” as he 
was called, had made up his mind 
while going to university to become a 
pilot. As soon as he graduated he 


made for a flying school near his 
home. After a year had passed 
“Lindy” became very proficient in 


handling a plane, but he resigned be- 
cause the school would not allow him 
to fily solo on account of his age. 

Lindberg needed money, so he tra- 
velled around from country fair to 
country fair, making parachute jumps, 
stunting with borrowed planes, doing 
anything to thrill a crowd. He did 
the “falling leaf,” the “Immelmann 
turn,” “barrelo,” “spinning nose 
dives,” “rolls.” “loops” and “cart- 
wheels,” and, dearer far to the pilot, 
he made perfect landings. 

“Lindy” joined the army, where he 
obtained the title of Captain, al- 
though he was only 23. When he had 
saved enough, he quit the army and 
bought a used plane of his own. 

He travelled about to fairs, risking 
his neck for the crowds and taking up 
venturous ones for rides. 

In February of 1926 he joined the 
air mail at Robertson's field. His 
ability was at once recognized, and in 
one month he was made the chief 
pilot. He selected the nine fields which 
are still being used between St. Louis 
and Chicago, so that now a plane 
leaves St. Louis at 4:15 p.m., arrives 
in Chicago at 7:20 o'clock, meeting 
the transcontinental coming in both 
directions by air. 

“Lindy’s” great adventure was his 
transatlantic flight. He had a great 
deal of difficulty to get anyone to sup- 
port him, because he seemed too young 
for such a venture. Finally, Major 
Robertson, his employer, put a thous- 
and dollars down; Harry H. Knight, 
of the Aero Club, with his friends, 
gathered together fifteen thousand 
dollars. They gave it to “Lindy” and 
told him to “go to it” and win the 
twenty-five thousand dollar prize 
offered. 

“Lindy” did “go to it,” and in sixty 
days he had his “Spirit of St. Louis” 
ready to takeoff from Roosevelt field. 

“Lindy” had many problems to fight 
against, and one of them was the 
problem to keep awake. He spent long 
hours in the factory with his plane. 
He spent a good deal of his training 
on long tramps over the roads about 
California City. A friend once stopped 
him and offered him a lift, but Lind- 
berg said he wouldn't break training 
for the world. 

Capt. Lindberg intended to fly blind 


—that is. with no visibility save 
through a sliding periscope. Com- 
mander Byrd, Bert Acosta, Lioyd 
Bertaud, Clarence Chamberlin, and 


such designers as Anthony Fokker and 
Guiseppe Bellanca were amazed at & 
man attempting to fly to Paris in a 
ship like that. Besides, never before 
had a 200-horsepower engine been 
asked to carry 5,150 pounds. It was 
750 pounds more than such a plane 
had ever carried before. 


“Lindy.” the “Lone Eagle.” left 
Roosevelt field at 7:45 a.m. Friday, 
May 20, 1927, and soared to Paris, 


where in exactly 3314 hours he landed 
at Bourget field. France, breaking 
the menta! strain for his safety on 
two continents. When he landed, the 
first thing he said was, “I'm Charles 
Lindberg.” He also told Ambassador 
Herrick that as he didn’t know anyone 
in Paris, he had brought along some 
letters of introduction. This is quite 
characteristic of this unaffected Amer- 
ican youth, as simple as a pipe stem, 
and almost as slender. 

The crowd to meet him was tre- 
mendous—more than a hundred thous- 
and. “Lindy” was really more at ease 
springing from a stalled plane 13,000 
feet up than when President Dom- 
merque of France kissed him on both 
cheeks with the presentation of the 
Cross of the “Legion of Honour.” 

“Lindy” made a visit next to Lon- 
don, and it was said that never be- 
fore had any man, native or foreigner, 
been given such a reception. The 
Paris reception was a Sunday-school 
meeting compared with the outburst 
of enthusiasm that greeted “Lindy” in 
London, 

Capt. Charles A. Lindberg, now 
Colonel Charles A. Lindberg, arrived 
home on the 8.8. Memphis to even @ 
greater reception than he had experi- 
enced in Europe. All of this would 
have used up al) the modesty of most 
men long ago, but not with “Lindy.” 
It was said of him by his friends that 
he was a good pilot, fine fellow, but 


modest to the point of embarrass- 
ment. 
“Lindy” was very fond of joking. 


His room-mate at the St. Louis flying 
field was a fellow by the name of 
“Bud.” “Lindy” and “Bud” were 
great consumers of ice water. “Bud” 
liked to be waited on, so that “Lindy” 
was always the one who got the ice- 
water. “Lindy” noticed this. One 
day “Bud” came in extremely thirsty, 
and seeing the pitcher full, grabbed it 
up and started to gulp it down. What 
was said by “Bud” was remembered 
for some time. “Lindy” had filled the 
tumbler with kerosene. 

“Lindy” enjoyed fiying. 
fiown more miles than any pilot in 
the U.S.A. His distance laid out

It has been said of him: “Restless 
on the ground, at home in the air, he 
has become America’s most habitua! 
user of the aeroplane, as if wings were 
@ natural part of his physical equip- 
ment.”

DRINK WATER 


Most people, without much effort, 
can secure all the water they require 
for drinking. Nevertheless, many per- 
sons suffer from a lack of the full 
measure of the health they could enjoy 
because they fail to use plenty of wa- 
ter. 

We cannot enjoy good health if we 
deprive our bodies of the water which 
they need. Water is an essential part 
of every tissue of the body. The 
blood is mostly water, and even such 
hard tissues as the teeth and the 
bones contain water. 

Without sufficient water the body 
functions become disturbed. There 
}may be headaches, the digestive sys- 
tem may be upset, or other symptoms 
of faulty functioning may appear. We 
can live for many days without food; 
| life can continue for only a few days 
without water, 

The regular daily use of plenty of 
water is necessary to replace the wa- 
ter which our bodies lose each day we 
live. Water is lost in every breath.

It goes 
on, to a lesser degree, in cold weather 
when—because it is not noticeable—it 
is called “insensible” perspiration.

All told, we lose on an average ab- 
out five pints of water datly through 
the various channels mentioned. We 
must take into our bodies an amount 
of water at least equal to what we lose 
if we are to keep our bodies healthy. 

Many people used to go to some 
mineral springs when they felt “below 
par.” The benefits received from 
their stay at the springs were due in 
large measure to the increased quan- 
tities of water they drank. 

Much of the water we require is 
taken into our bodies in our foods, 
many of which contain a large per- 
centage of water. Green vegetables 
|and fruits contain much water; about 
ST per cent of milk is water. 

Moderate amounts of fluids with 
meals is desirable, provided they are 
not used to take the place of thorough 
|chewing of the food. The time to 
| drink at meals is when the mouth is 
empty and never to wash down food. 

A glass or two of water upon rising 
in the morning. and between meals, 
| together with the moderate use of 
| Muids at meals, will assure the regular 
| daily use of plenty of water which is 
| essential to good health.

Prof. J. B. Harrington, Field Hus- 
bandry Department, University of 
Saskatchewan, reviews some very in- 
teresting comparisons of wheats from 
the standpoint of resistance to sprout- 
ing. Of the wheats in common use in 
Western Canada Marquis was most re- 
sistant and Garnet least resistant. 
Garnet sprouted to the extent of 90 
per cent in 1932 when standing uncut. 
Ruby, Quality and Early Red Fife 
were quite prone to sprout, though less 
so than Garnet. Reward was inter- 
mediate between these and Marquis. 
In 1927 after a ten-day period of damp 
or rainy weather the proportion of un- 
sprouted kernels for each of fourteen 
well-known varieties was as follows: 
Marquis 95.1; Kitchener 93.4; Red 
Fife 86.0; Marquis (Sask. 7) 83; Red 
Bobs 79.8; Reward 76.8; Renfrew 75.3; 
Pelissier 66.1; Mindum 58.3; Early 
Red Fife 51.4; Kubanka 50.8; Quality 
28.6 and Garnet 7.4.

He is imbued with a passion to test 
things and then to spread them 
around. Living frugally himself, he 
dispenses among his neighbors seeds 
and plants and even lets them come 
and pick the fruit which he grows 
with much enterprize but is too busy 
to gather for himself. This year he 
produced about two bushels of plums 
and gave to the Experimental Substa- 
tion for distribution quantities of seed, 
the only stipulation being that his 
name should not be mentioned as the 
donor. This paragraph will probably 
offend him but is penned for its hum- 
an interest. For some reason not un- 
derstood, the Opata plums ripened 
about a fortnight earlier for him than 
at Beaverlodge. He began eating par- 
tially ripened specimens on August 25 
and the bulk were harvested around 
the middle of September. On the 
Substation few Opatas were nearly 
ripe before the end of the month. Mr. 
Clarke's results from sandcherries 
were gratifying. but rabbits had play- 
ed havoc with his apple trees. Osman 
and Red Siberian have given him a 
measure of success. His trees are all 
low-headed, with trunks only 6 to 12 
inches long. He reports unfavorable 
results from the mounding of garland 
spiraeas to prevent winter killing, and 
cites similar experience of the late A. 
P. Stevenson, who, he says, tried it 
for apple trees. At Beaverlodge, earth 
mounding has brought Van Houtte'’s 
spiraea and Japanese barberry through 
well when unmounded specimens kill- 
ed back nearly to the ground. 

Bert Mackey is doing excellent work 
in many lines, but his most novel tri- 
umph has been with blackcap rasp- 
berries, with which he started in 1928, 
obtaining from Patmore's Nursery a 
stock thought to be the Gregg. Since 
then he has grown a good many seed- 
lings. It was interesting to note on 
September 30 that most of these still 
carried their foliage but every here 
and there was one that appeared to 
have its leaves shrivelled by the frost. 
Individual differences in adaptability 
may be thereby indicated. Mr. Mac- 
key finds the blackcap even more pro- 
ductive than the red raspberry. A 
cluster sent to the Substation a year 
or two ago was large and compact. 
The canned fruit sample at the Mac- 
key table was a treat. 

Of red raspberries Herbert and Sun- 
beam are grown, the former having 
preference. Wild ones had also been 
tried, but are condemned as not worth 
growing where tame sorts are avail- 
able. Dwarf Champion has been the 
best-adapted gooseberry. The grower 
believes it is another name for the 
Oregon Champion, which has proven 
hardiest of those tried at the Substa- 
tion. Strawberries do well in this 
garden, Senator Dunlap being the pre- 
ferred variety. 

Asparagus has been profusely plan- 
ted and seems to do well. Among 
many noteworthy productions in this 
large and orderly garden, mention 
must be made of seedling red-cherry, 
apricot and peach trees. The last 
named had been defoliated by autumn 
frost, but the apricot beside it was 
still in leaf. 

At Teepee Creek also lives Jesse 
Thomas, whose garden could not be 
visited this time. Mrs, Thomas, how- 
ever, told of a large production of 
strawberries from a very small patch.

to become thoroughly mellow. The 
same was true of Compass cherries. 
Plums are not very hardy here and 
when grown do best in bush form or 
at least on very low heads. Most of 
the plum stocks, we believe (as these 
were budded outside our Station, with 
the exception of the Nigra and Ameri- 
eana plums which are on their own 
roots) are probably budded to the wild 
plum of Manitoba, (Nigra) and pro- 
bably Americana 

Herbert, Newman, Viking and 
Adams’ 87 raspberries have given us 
satisfaction. Brighton, Sunbeam and 
King, which are supposed to be har- 
dier though not so desirable otherwise, 
are growing on the Station. The tops 
are all weighted down and covered 
with soil, the snow doing the rest. 
This method nearly always brings 
them through the winter well though 
1920-31 was an exception owing to 
lack of snow and failure of wood to 
ripen in advance of the first autumn 
cold snap.

The Super- 
intendent was inclined to attribute the 
occasional difficulty with field car- 
rots to immaturity, but the gardener, 
J. H. Crossiey, has a quite different 
idea. 

“Carrots and parsnips,” he claims, 
“are easily kept over winter in cellars 
providing they are in a temperature 
near the freezing point and providing 
they (carrots) are not too ripe when 
dug. If the carrot seed has been 
planted too early the roots will ripen 
up early in the fall and will cease to 
grow and many of the leaves will turn 
yellow. Such roots do not keep well, 
but are likely to sprout badly long be- 
fore spring, even if kept cold. To 
have the roots keep best they should 
be growing rapidly when dug. In dry

TRADE WHEAT FOR VEGETABLES 


Alberta Farmers Resorting To The 
Ancient System of Barter 
Calgary, Alberta.--Alberta farmers 
have turned again to the ancient sysa- 
tem of barter to supply their wants 
for the winter, They are entering Bri- 
tish Columbia by motor truck through 
the Crow's Nest Pass, carrying wheat 
which they trade for vegetables, fruit 

and eggs. 

This method of acquiring food for 
the winter instead of selling their 
wheat at prevailing low prices was 
used by the farmers last year, but, 
according to reports, the movement 
this season is much larger, The farm 
ers are returning from British Colum 
bia farming areas with their trucks 
loaded with winter food supplies, 

One farmer claims to have disposed 
of a load of wheat on the basis of 60 
cents to the bushel, obtaining suffi- 
cient fruit and vegetables to keep his 
family all winter,

United Church 


The Twenty-first Anniversary serv- 
ices at St. Paul's United Church, on 
Sunday last, were an inspiration to 
the congregation.
